Senior police have pledged 
to make Waltham Forest 
safer after a delegation of 
councillors and residents 
presented the Metropolitan 
Police Authority (MPA) with 
a petition demanding more 
police for the borough. 

Waltham Forest Council leader, 
Cllr Chris Robbins, presented 
the document on Thursday

In my opinion

Across London there 
has been an increase of 
reported homophobic 
incidences. Some attacks 
have been so vicious 
they’ve resulted in death 
or the need for life-long 
care and support for some 
victims. Sadly, east London 
has also seen a rise in anti-gay hate crimes, this 
borough included. 

The media coverage I’ve seen has examined 
several potential reasons for this rise. Some see it as 
an increased confidence in reporting homophobic 
hate-crime to the police and that the problem hasn’t 
got any worse. This, however, denies the true extent 
of homophobic attacks. In reality the reported 
incidences represent only a fraction of those that 
actually take place. 

Another opinion makes a link between the attacks 
and the economic disadvantage and social isolation 
experienced by some people, whereas the third view is 
that the rise in attacks relates to an increase in hostility 
towards gay people from specific faith communities. 

Homophobia is wrong and, like I 
other forms of discrimination, 
it should not be tolerated. 

However, not one of these explanations sits 
particularly well with me - instead they feel rather like 
excuses. Anti-gay hate-crime is on the rise because of 
homophobia. Giving any other reason for this ignores 
the role that homophobia - the irrational hatred of gay 
people - plays in these increased instances of violence. 

It also pigeonholes entire communities and takes no 
account of the diverse nature of these communities 
themselves. Many people of all faiths have been 
outraged by these attacks. 

The bottom line is that homophobia is wrong and, 
like other forms of discrimination, it should not be 
tolerated. If society is serious about stamping out 
discrimination directed at gay people, we need to 
learn from the lessons of how we have begun to tackle 
other forms of discrimination and do the same around 
homophobia. This includes celebrating the diversity 
of the community, including the contributions of the 
gay community, having a truly inclusive approach to 
community cohesion and ensuring our schools take 
a zero tolerance approach to all forms of homophobia.

Major improvements to 
Leyton High Road and the 
surrounding area have 
come one step closer to 
being realised, thanks to 
a partnership programme 
with Design for London. 

The design organisation, 
which is a part of the London 


Development Agency, 
worked with each of the 
five Olympic host boroughs 
to bid for millions of pounds 
of funding to improve the 
environment around the 
Olympic Park before the 
2012 Games and connect 
local communities to the 



Park afterwards. 

The bid was successful 
and a cash boost of £2.25m 
was preliminarily agreed by 
the LDA in late January, so 
that Waltham Forest Council 
and Design for London can 
now start finalising their 
improvement plans. 

The grant has been 
divided into two sections, 
with £1.25m to be spent on 
improving Leyton High Road, 
including better lighting, safer 
paving and improved roads. 
Further money will also be 
spent on improving Drapers 
Playing Fields. 

The remaining £1 m will 
be spent on improving the 
Ruckholt Road bridge and 
developing better pedestrian 


and cycle access through 
Leyton Mills. 

The announcement is 
the latest boost to the 
borough’s ‘Getting more 
from the Games’ campaign 
(see this issue’s cover- 
wrap around) which will 
see major investment in 
skills, businesses and the 
environment before and 
after the Games.

Groundbreaking CCTV 
initiative launched 


• Boost for motorists as Council highlights CCTV enforcement spots 

• New scheme aims to cut accidents and promote responsible driving 


A new scheme outlining 
where CCTV traffic 
enforcement vehicles 
will be placed has been 
launched. 

The initiative, believed to 
be the first of its kind in the 
country, aims to improve road 
safety and reduce the number 
of accidents on the borough’s 
streets while avoiding the 
need to issue motorists with 
fixed penalty notices. 

People will be able to log 
on to the Council’s website 
and find out when and where 
CCTV enforcement vehicles 
will be situated. 

The CCTV cars are 
responsible for spotting 
moving traffic violations, such 
as stopping in box junctions, 
driving in bus lanes and 
making banned turns. They 
are also used for parking 
enforcement purposes. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 


Cabinet Member for 
Environment, Cllr Bob Belam, 
said: “The main aim of our 
traffic enforcement team is 
to improve safety for all of 
Waltham Forest’s roads users. 
It is not about making money 
at the expense of motorists. 

“We are putting our money 
where our mouth is and telling 
motorists where our CCTV 
vehicles will be watching. 

We hope this will encourage 
people to drive more carefully, 
especially at the locations 
where we issue most of our 
fixed penalty notices, and help 
us to improve traffic flow and 
reduce accidents.”

Road, we are investing millions to make the journey through the 
area a more pleasant and safe experience for everyone. 

We have recently dedicated £400,000 to be spent on giving 
shops on Leyton High Road a make-over. Shop fronts will be 
smartened up to look more appealing, attracting more visitors and 
businesses to the area. Plans are being developed as we speak, 
so watch this space for more details. 

Over the coming years, the Council will invest millions into 
transforming all of Waltham Forest’s town centres into the vibrant, 
modem places they deserve to be, both for the Games and for 
generations to come. 










... increasing Olympic 
Park access 

Both during and after the Games, we believe our residents 
deserve access to the very heart of the Olympic Park. 

We are working hard to push for improved transport links in 
Waltham Forest. These include the reopening of the Hall Farm 
Curve train track, which would link residents in Chingford and 
Walthamstow directly to Stratford. 

We will also continue to call for the vital improvements necessary 
to Leyton Underground Station, to ensure it is fit for purpose 
during 2012. Plus, we are developing plans to improve Marsh 
Lane foot bridge, a key part of the route through the Lee Valley 
to the Olympic Park. 

With over 40,000 Waltham Forest residents living within half a 
mile of Eton Manor - the part of the Olympic Park within our 
borough - we believe that a new pedestrian and cycle bridge 
should be built. This would link our residents directly to the two 
international standard hockey pitches, ten tennis courts, ten 
football pitches and the mountain bike trail that will be on Eton 
Manor after the Games. The bridge is a central part of our plans 
to ensure everyone in the borough can enjoy the legacy of the 
Games for generations to come.
